FOURTH OF JULY 


A Red-Letter Day in 
Reno’s History. 


— . 


THE TOWN FULL OF VISITORS. 


The Exeicises at the Theater 
- Intensely Interesting—Ora- 
tion by Hon. Thomas 
Fitch in Full. 


‘The firing of the cannon at day- 
break yesterday told the populace that 


Independence Day had come, and that 
the One Hundred and Fourteenth An- 
niversary was about to be celebrated. 
On the early train from the west came 
many from Truckee, Boca, Verdi and 
intermediate points. Many caine in 
from the North the day before, and 
yesterday the train was heavily loaded 
with people from that section. 

At 10:30 the special from Virginia 
and Carson arrived, with eight cars 
filled with visiting military men, fire- 
men and civilians, until the town was 
crowded almost to snffocation. 

THE PROCESSION 
Formed in front of the Court- house in 
the following order: 

Marshal and aids. 

Hastings’ Cornet Band. 

srigadier-General C. W. Booton and 
staff, followed b the National Guard 
of Virginia, with 40 men strong, com- 
manded by Captain Morgan, and they 
presented a very fine and scldierly 
appearance. 

Then came the Reno Guard of about 
40 men, onder command of Captain 
C. H. Stoddard, followed by their Gat- 
ling gun, fully commanded and drawn 
by four grey horses. 

The military added much to the 
procession, and was a credit to the 
town. 

Liberty Hose Company, with 66 
men, came next, and looked as if tl. ey 
could, with a little help from the War- 
ren Hose Company of Carson, which 
was in line with 25 men and a hand- 
somely decorated hose carriage, put 
out most any kind of a fire. 

They were followed by our own Fire 
Department, which was a prominent 
feature in the procession. 

The President, Orator, Chaplain, 
Reader and Poet in carriages were 
next in order. 

Next the Car of State, containing 
representatives of the natious, 43 
States and 5 Territories, and it is but 
just to say that this representation 
and Floral Car which followed it were 
superior to anything in that line ever 
seen in Reno. 

George and Martha Washington, 
seated on No. 6 bese cart, represented 
by the little son of Mr. 22 Hugh. 
Campbell and the little daughter of 
M. and Mrs. Blanchard, were appro- 
priately dressed and looked very 


tty. 

Then followed the representation of 
some of the leading industries of the 
town, the first being the White sewing 
machines and Shoemaker & Ruth's 
drug store; R. C. Leeper’s harness and 
saddle shop; the Cyclone windmills. 
carriages, reapers and rakes; Coffin & 
Larcombe’s grocery store; Dr. Fred- 
rick’a dental rooms; Dixon Bros.’s 
butchering business; Westlake’s hoot 
and shoe business; Reno Planing Mill 
Company, in which both the lumber 
yard and mill were represented; J. F.

With the surrender of Cornwailis and 
the couse quent cersation on bostilities be- 
tween Great Britain and the United 
Siaies, the interest of France in our wel 
fare ceused, avd the Count Vergennes, 
tne French Minister of Fureign Affairs, 
exerted his wiliest and most unscrupu 
lous uipiomary against our inierests. He 
succ: @dcd in blinuing bonest and unsus- 
pecting Henjamia tanta to his pur 
pose, whieu was (oO sacrifice Ameri an in- 
resis in tie Newloundiand fisheries, 
and im the territory between the Aile- 
gbepies aud the Missiesipp: in favor of 
Spain, and to k.ep the United State in a 
position of dependence upon Fr.nce, and 
prevent us om negotiating favorabie 
treaties of amity avd cowmerce with 
other nations, es eciaily Hulland. 

In ali these efforts he was oatwitted by 
wily John sdaus, who first ecured from 
the Duicu governinent @tayvorable treaty 
aud « loan uf two mi.iions of dollars, anu 
then hurried to rar wücre, lu connec. 
tion with Joun Jay, he overiuled Frank- 
lin, baffled the ivtrig @ud treacuery o1 
Vergennes, courag iw «sk sregarued 
the unwise and pusillanimous i.struc- 
tions Oltue American Congress, circum- 
venied ‘ the suriy and irreconcilable 
George the ihird,” sud negotiated a 
treaiy with England which secured us the 
Mississippi valley and a share of the 
Americau Oshcries, not as a privil.ge but 
us n rigut. It was weil sad by a uis.in- 
guished auther: “Un the part of the 
Am rica: s the treaty of 1783 d serves to be 
rauked as one of the most brilliant tri- 
umphs of modern diplomacy.’’
